He  paled, 
squirmed in his seat, and turned his 
back to the crowd. 


Defense Assails Ivy. 
‘Defense Attorney Charles H. Lin- 
scott in his plea for the defendant ad- 
mitted that Reed had stolen the dyna- 
mite and admitted all the evidence in- 
troduced by the state to show his 
love affair with Mrs. Plager. 

“I do not condone the conduct of 
the defendant, but 1 question which 
of the two were the least moral,” he 
isaid, “‘Ivy Plager took .the. bonds of 
| matrimony and broke them. There ts 
no evidencé to show that Reed at atiy 
time forced her to do anything against 
her will.” 

The state’s evidence he character 
ized as a rope of sand, which fell far 
short of proving that Reed placed the 
}dynamite in Plager’s car. “ Nothing 
| has been covered up regarding Reed’s 
conduct,” he declared: “He told the 
wide world that he wanted dynamite.” 

Sister Backs Alibi. 

Linscott earlier in the day brought a 
surprise witness to the stand to 
strengthen Reed’s alibi for his activ- 
ities on the night before the murder. 
It was Bessie Weaver, Paul's sis- 
ter, who testified that she drove from 
her farm near Polo that night to attend 
a band concert in Oregon. 

Walking along the street across 
from the courthouse, she said she saw 
Paul drive by within some fifteen feet 
of her, proceeding toward the north, 
“The side curtains were off and I 
could see him plainly,” she said posi- 
“TI didn’t speak to him.” 

The sister’s testimony was regarded 
as a strong point for the deferise. This 
morning Reed had been rather vague 
in recounting his activities the night 
before Plager was killed.. 

Unmoved by Slaying Relics. 

Closing his direct examination, de- 
tense counsel Linscott put this ques- 
tion to the defendant: “ Did you place 
amy dynamite in Vernon Plager’s car 
lin such a way that stepping on ‘the 
starter would cause it to explode?”

WAR ON CANCER 


EARLY, PLEA OF

Woman’s Club Opens 


War on Disease. 


‘ The prevalence of cancer which is 
curable only when caught at its 
earliest stages was discussed yester- 
day by Dr. Charles Mayo, renowned 
surgeon and head of the Rochester, 
Minn., clinic, who trged that people 
be taught to recognize the danger 
singals of cancer and to consult a 
Physician before the disease gets be- 
yond control. 

Dr. Mayo was one of a group of 
noted specialists who addressed the 
meeting of the Chicago Woman's club. 
which held the forum as its first step 
in a campaign to fight cancer “ with 
knowledge.” 

Dr. Mayo spoke of the lengthening 
of the average life of an individual 
by the eradication of various diseases, 
and said he hoped these facts would 
stimulate warfare against cancer, 
which kills 125,000 Americans a year. 
“There are other diseases which oc- 
cur with greater frequency but none 
which is so generally fatal,” he said.

universities. ‘‘I am certain these in- 
stitutions, backed by the energy and 
enthusiasm of the Woman’s club, can 
acéomplish great things in the future.”

Only Sham, Portes Gil Says

‘by Provisional President Emilio Portes 
Gil this morning. 

The president said the labor conven- 
tion, instead of discussing labor prob- 
lems of the nation, for which it had 


_jassembled, busied itself exclusively 


with politics and laying a trap for 
former President Plutarco Elias Calles. 


*“ Lea@ers Have No Followers,” 


President Portes Gil made light of 
the war paint and gestures of defiance 
to the government, saying the labor 
leaders had no followers outside of 
their immediate crowd, and that all 
the independent. labor organizations 
throughout Mexico and numerous local 
branches of the C. R. O. M., or Mexi- 
can Federation of Labor, had signified 
their adherence to the Mexican gov- 
ernment,and their intention of sup- 
porting the provisional president. 

“The pretension of the C. R. O. M. 
jto have more than 2,000,000 members 
within the labor organizaticns is ab- 
surd on the face of it,” he said. “ Such 
a claim would not be made in the 
United States, where the labor organ- 
ization has been far expanded. 
have official figures showing that the 
Cc. R. O. M. has less than 150,000 
bona fide members on its roll, and 
these are confined almost exclusively 
to cities and the larger towns. Of the 
3,000,000 or more agrarians, none be- 
long to the C. R. O. M. 

“Throughout the extensive oi] re- 
gions the C. R. O. M. has not even 
the pretense of a labor organization 
or influence, nor in all the states, some 
of vast extent and large population. 
The railway organizations of the coun- 
try have 14,000 miles of lines and 
thousands of employés.. None belong 
to the C. R. O. M., and even in the 
factories. probably less than 40 per 
cent of the workmen are C. R. O. M. 
members.” 
Independent Organizations Formed. 

Contrasting the C. R. O. M. organi- 
zation with independent labor organi- 
zations, President Portes Gil said that 
the independent organizations were 
organized so that funds which came 


who formed a more or less autesratic 
government of the few. 

The president admitted the possi- 
bility of organizing the independent 
labor units into a great labor organi- 
zation which would be governed by 
the new labor bill now being discussed 
by the mixed commission, and which 
is intended to make possible the ami- 
cable working together of labor and 
capital, 

Will Call Convention. 

A prominent independent labor lead- 
er of national reputation admitted this 
morning that the independents would 
call a convention in Mexico City early 
rext year to form such an organiza- 
tion, which would back the govern- 
ment. He said the premature closing 
Cf the ninth conven*ion of the C. R. 
O, M. last night indicated the com- 
plete defeat of Sefior Morones and the 
coming disruption of the C. R. O. M., 
whieh never would be able to exist 
without the government’s moral and 


financial support. 

Speaking of the attempt of the C. R. 
O. M. to force Gen. Calles into labor 
politics, President Portes Gil said: 

“T am sure the Mexican nation is 
capable of understanding the real in- 
tentions of the labor leaders, who 
tried in the last few days to divide the 
revolutionary party for personal, self- 
ish interests. Gen. Calles’ declarations 
in this morning’s press show clearly 
the underhanded tricks of the labor 
leaders in taking advantage of the 
presence of Gén. Calles in the C. R. O. 
M. convention to make him appear a 
party to the violent attacks made by 
Sefior Morones and other C. R. O. M. 
leaders on the government. 


Has Workers’ Welfare ut Heart. 


“My government has at heart the 
welfare of the laboring classes of the 
republic, but I personally do not be- 
lieve the way to help them is to sow 
discord and hatred in the bosom of the 
labor organizations and hearts of the 
masses for political ends. Notwith- 
standing the attacks upon the govern- 
ment, I am following the line of ac- 
tion laid down in my inaugural ad- 
dress of Nov. 30 for fair play to all 
parties. I expect continued support 
from the nation, as I had up to the 
present.””

Dates for the convening of the next 
Fifty-sixth general assembly 
and the inauguration of Louls L. Em- 
merson as governor of the state are 
the latest possible under the state con- 


stitution. Both houses of the legis- 
lature are to meet on Jan. 9 and the 
rovernor elect will be inducted into 
office oh Jan. 14. 

These facts are considered of gen- 
eral interest because of a widespread 
assumption that the new administra- 
tion would take hold immediately after 
New Year's day and that the law- 
makers at the same time would take 
up the grind of their weekly sessions. 
But the chances are that the legis- 
lature, except for preliminary steps. 
probably will not get into action until 
after Gov. Emmerson is on the job. 


Constitution Fixes Dates. 


The dates of Jan. 9 and Jan. 14 are 
fixed by the constitution. It provides 
first that the general assembly shall 
convene on “the Wednesday next 
after the first Monday in January” 
and that the governor elect “ shall hold 
his office from the second Monday of 
January next after his election.”’ 

Not since 1901, when Richard Yates, 
now congressman at large, was in- 
stalled governor, has there been so 
late an inauguration. But the assem- 
bly of 1907-—-the second session of 
Gov. Charlies S. Deneen’s first term— 
was thrown back to Jan. 9. 

One other interesting legal fact in

BANK BUSINESS 


Crash of Big Concern|

ROME, Dec. 8.—Following the re 
moval of all directors of two of the 
biggest Catholic banks, the Piccolo 
Credito of Ferrara and Credito Meri- 
doniale of Naples, Pope Pius today sent 
a circular to all bishops in Italy. The 
pontiff urges that all priests who are 
members of the governing councils or 
directors of Catholic banks omegricul- 
tural savings banks, shal] retire from 
such positions. 

The difficulties a numbers of other 
Catholic banks are experiencing in 
Italy now are said to be due in part 
to the recent rise in their shares on 
the Italian stock exchange. These 
banks, which for a long time had been 
unable to speculate, took advantage 
of the sudden opportunity, and now 
face the possibility of being left high 
and dry. The speculation resulted in 
the crash of the Ferrara bank, whose 
administrator was sent to “ confino” 
for five years. 

Government Offers Aid. 

The Bank of Italy, under govern- 
ment advice, has agreed to help out 
the Catholic banks if the Catholic 
managements are dispensed with. 
Hence the pope’s circular was said to 
be inspired by a desire not to see any 
more Catholic directors removed. He 
prefers them to retire of their own 
accord. 

Whether the new managements gain 
the confidence that the former parish 
priests enjoyed as bank directors re- 
mains to be seen. The first effects, 
it is feared, will be a decrease in sav- 
ings deposits until 
have recovered from the shock.

the future, and probably taey do not know it 
there as well as it is realized here. 

‘he United States could afford, without much 
strain, to build the ships, It could increase its 
uuavy without greatly pinching the taxpayer until 
numerically it was supreme, and if a navy, well 


tanned and intelligently commanded, can control 


the sea, it would have control. The effort which 
would be required for Great Britain to meet com 
petitive building might be exhausting. 

At has been Great Britain’s experience and ob 
servation that since the days of the Spanish ar 
mada, whenever another nation has seen an 
opportunity, half an opportunity, or even a fight- 
ing chance to challenge for sea control, there has 
been a fight for it. Thus the challengers have 
been the Spanish, the Dutch, the French, and, in 
our own day, the Germans. The whole future of 
Great Britain as an empire and as other than an 
insular kingdom of diminishing importance has 
been at stake in each fight. 

The British exp@rience, then, has been that 
whenever there was a naval potentiality there has 
been an ambition to develop it and assert it ag a 
dominant fact in the world. The prize has been 
too tempting to be resisted. The American peo- 
pie, in spite of their great inland preoccupations, 
are not strangers to the sea. They have had 
their maritime greatness. Their wealth increases. 
They are seeking markets abroag. They are mak- 
ing investments abroad. Their money is flowing 
arourld the world. They are seeking raw mate- 
everywhere. Their imperium is a commer. 
cial and industrial one. All this points to con- 
trol of the sea, to a great navy. 

The British must at least wonder if for once 
logic is to lose its inevitability. Is America to 
give them their first experience with a nation not 
accepting its opportunity, putting it aside as neg- 
ligible, and going. its way without disturbing the 
naval equation? If this should be true ag to the 
present, is there a guaranty of it for the future? 
The British look at the question with realistic 
eyes. Americans do not. They have not had 


pouch experience with cause and effect on the sea. 


They may know that the lack of a navy threat- 
ened to ruin them in one war afd that the pos- 
session of one was instrumental in saving them 
im two, but they, do not in these days directly 
relate their well being and even their subsistence 
\o their ability to keep their overseas trade going 
all the time, in war and in peace and regardless 
of what tries to stop it. 
An appreciation of that relation is always dom- 

. imant with the British. They see their ships come 
mand go out and they know that if the power to 
send them and to bring them back were taken 
away Great Britain might continue to exist, but 


it would be in vastly different conditions. 


The United States shows no signs of seeking 
comtrol of the sea. Almost always it keeps its 
naval program down to the minimum needed for 
the defense ofits shores. It rarely considers even 
the adequate protection of its trade. ad a neutral 
when other nations are at war. It seems to rely 
om the idea that other nations would regard it as 
undesirable to offend when it wanted to be 
peaceable. That was not true in the late war, 
either as to Great Britain or as to y. 
Nevertheless, it remains the American relance 
and nevertheless the British can hardly take their 
eyes off the possibilities. When the two nations 
approach the naval question it is in two moods, 
one of rational doubt, the other of . unreasoned 
confidence,

Walthour and Deulberg gained one 
lap by hard riding in the last hour of 
continuous sprinting, but lost one 
place in the order of finishing. Going 
into the last hour they were third, 
but McNamara and his partner gained 
two laps, picking up a sufficient gain 
in poifits to finish third. This sent 
the juveniles to fourth position.

It also 
brought about the quarter back sneak 
in which the quarter took the ball 
from his center and then dove straight 
ahead-to make short yardage. 

Seek Well Rounded Back Fields, 

The second change went still further 
toward sounding the death knell of 
the quarter back. The coaches soon 
took advantage of the second altera- 
tion and well rounded back fields 
‘were developed. Instead of the small, 
non-ball-carrying quarter back of the 
old days, slashing backs were wun- 
covered. Men were sought who could 
hit a line, drive off the tackles, or 
run the ends.

‘Under the present rule, 
meetings are permitted in the huddle. 
Players can. remain together for only 
fifteen seconds. Instead of the quar 
ter back giving the signals, as in the 
old days, a lineman may call the play, 
or an end or a back may call it. Who- 
ever calis the signal will designate . 
the next play by number. Players will 
shift in such a manner as to reach 
‘their. objectives as scon as. possible. 
Other players except the ones calling 
the plays have little to say in the hud- 
die. Some may suggest the ball car- 
riers cut in just inside of tackle or 
‘slide off a certain player. The. same 
is true of end runs, when the runner 
‘will be told to swing wide or dart back 
through the scrimmage line. me 

When the huddle first was used the 
players used to argue about the next, 
play. Coaches soon put a step to this 
practice by commanding their players 
to listen to only one man and to do as 
he directed. _This change brought. 
about better team play @nd resulted.

Illness had suspended my fighting 
career beforé.

This early activity was a preface 


‘to my entrance on the career which 


led me to the ring at Soldiers’ field 
on the night of Sept. 22, 1927. While 
defeat by. Clabby ended my appear- 
ance in the ring as a fighter, it marked 
the beginning of my career as a 
referec. 

I refereed a fight between Young 
Corbett ‘and Marry. Ferns early in 
1910. This was the first of more than 
600 decision fights in which I was 
the third man in the ring. 

Included in the long list were the 
following championship encounters: 

Freddie Welsh vs. Young Erne. 

Abe Attel vs. Charley White. 

Marvin Hart vs. Tony Ross. 

Sam ‘Langford vs. Dixie Kid. 

Harry Forbes vs. Frankie Neal. 

Jack Britton vs. Ted, Kid Lewis. . 

In the spring of 1926 boxing was 
legalized in Illinois. It never had been 
legal before, but had been tolerated 
in Chicago until the Gans-McGovern 
scandal in 1900. 

I was among the first to receive a 
referee's license following the forma- 
tion of the Illinois Athletic .commis- 
sion after the legaliting of the sport. 


I have given this résumé of my 
early life and activities in order that 
you may have a fair picture of the 
man who was in the ring when the 
most talked about 14 seconds in prize 

record were counted off. 

I’m telling you this in an attempt 
to convince you that I am not a rowdy, 
had the necessary experience to ref- 
eree the Tunney-Dempsey fight, and 
by temperament would naturally feel a 
resentment and a hurt at What I think 
is unfair treatment by fight fans. 

Before this article is completed I 
purpose to discuss the charges made 
against me and to answer them truth- 
fully and squarely.” But first let me 
tell you how I was drawn into the 


On Sept. 23, 1926, World’s Cham- 
pion Jack Dempsey, the Manassa 
mauler, had lost his title to Gene 
Tunney, a peculiar type to be @ prize 
fighter. The decision was fair, but 
no one could believe it. It was like 
the ‘case of the farmer who said, 
“They ain't no.sich animal,” when 
he viewed a giraffe for the first time. 
An ideal spot for a return engage 
ment, and no ohne knew it better than 
Tex Rickard, who had both of the 
fighters under contract. 

The vigor of the bidding for the re 


turn encounter has been thoroughly 
explained in the press. *To get the 
great battle, Chicago had to lift the 
enterprise out of the class of the 
usual sporting world routine. Stag- 
ing the Tunney-Dempsey fight be- 
came a civic matter, and men who 
had never seen’a prize fight put their 
shoulders to the wheel. Eventually 
Rickard decreed that the fight. would 
be held in Chicago, and the civic char- 
acte® of the enterprise was empha- 


sized, 
Chicago’s Great Fear. 


There was the promise that nobility 
and the, official and society cream of 
the land would get the choice ring- 
side seats. At the outset it was made 
clear that the hoodlum element was 
to’ be crowded into the background. 
No funny business was to be tolerated. 
The? boxi commission set about 
taking every precaution to prevent 
any mixup that would cause these 
high-toned strangers in the world of 
fistic sport to regret their interest 
in the spectacle. 

Naturally there was a great deal of 
talk in Chicago, and throughout the 
country, for that matter, on who was 
to be the referee of the great return 
bout. 

The naming of the referee was up 
to the Lllinois athletic commission. 
The latter at the time consisted of 
Join C. Righeimer, Oswald Huncke, 
and Paul Prehn. Righeimer is a Chi- 
cago business man, once owner’ of a 
saloon; Prehn is a former wrestler 
and afterward instructor in wrestling 
at the University, of Illinois, and 
Huncke is an insurance broker. He 
had been named as chairman of the 
Illinois boxing commission at the time 
of its appointment by Gov. Len Small, 
but subsequently had resigned, al- 
though at the time of the Tunney- 
Dempsey fight his resignation had not 
been accepted and he was stil! serving.

| GETS TELEPHONE CALL | 


About 11 a. m. on the day of the 
fight I received a telephone message 
at Mullen’s gymnasium where I was 
employed as boxing instructor. I was 
told to report at the office of the box- 
ing commission as “soon as possible.” 

I got to the offices about noon. A 
stenographer ushered me into Chair- 
man Righeimer’s private room. Seated 
there around Mr. Righeimer’s desk 
were Phil Collins. Davie Miller, , Joe 
MacNamara, Tommy Thomias and a 
fellow named Byers from Decatur. 
The other five were Chicagoans li- 
censed to referee bouts. Besides the 


referees, those in the room were Rig- { 


heimer, Prehn, Ttluncke and Walter 
George, secretary of the commission. 
Several other fellows who had servecé 
as judges at previous Chicago fight. 
and Paul Beeler, who had previously 
werved as a timekeeper, aiso were 
there. The press was barred. , 
What Righeimer Said. 

Righeimer opened the meeting by 
saying: 

“This fight tonight is the biggest 
thing of its sort ever to come to Chi- 
cago. Inasmuch as is a civic af 
fair, one that will either reflect credit 
or discredit upon the whole city, and 
in view of the fact that there have 
been charges of fouling in one of the 
contestant’s previous fights we must 
be ‘sure that there can be no repetition 
of these charges tonight. (Mr. Rig 
heimer, I thought then and’ believe 
now, was referring to the public 
clamor about whether or not Dempsey 
had fouled Sharkey.) 

The rules of the Illinois Boxing 
commission were then taken up one 
by one. Mr. Righeimer read them 
and asked if every one present ther- 
oughly understood them. ‘There was 
a good dea) of discussion. Particular 
emphasis was laid upon ‘the knock- 
down rule.’ 

Here Are the Rules. 

The rules which Rave been the sub- 
ject of so much argument are now 
Nos. 87 and 88 in the manual of rules 
of the Illinois Athletic commission 
and appear under the general heading 
“ Knockdowns,” on page 26. 

No. 87 reads: . 

“When a contestant is *cown’ his 
opponent shal] retire to the farthest 
corner of the ring and remain there 
until the count is completed. Should 
he fail to do so, the referee will cease 


}counting unti] he has so retired.” 


No. 88 reads: 
“When a ‘knockdown’ occurs the 


timekeeper shall immediately arise and 
announce the seconds audibly as they 
elapse. The referee shall first see that 
the opponent retires to the farthest 
corner of the ring and then, turning 
to the timekeeper, shall take up the 
count in unison with the timekeeper, 
announcing the seconds to the boxer 
on the floor. Should the boxer on his 
feet fail to stay in the said corner, 
the referee and timekeeper may cease 
counting until he has so retired. At 
the tenth second, providing the termi- 
nation of the round has not happened 
in the meantime, he will strike the 
gong twice.” 
What Was Meant? 


Mr. Righeimer asked: 
you referees understand just what is 
meant by the knockdown rule?” 


This query vrought on a hot discus- 
sion. Some pointed out that there 
was conflict in the wording on the 
point of whether the referee should 
take up the count in unison with the 
timekeeper or start the count from 
where he, the referee, left off whn he 
started to get the boxer on his feet 
into the farthest corner of the ring. I) 
asked the commissioners how they rec- 
onciled the statement, i. e, “ should 
he fail to do so [go to the farthest 
corner] the. referee will cease count- 
ing until he has so retired,” with the 
statement. i. e., “ The referee shall first 
see that the opponent retires to the 
farthest corner of the ring and then, 
turhing to the timekeeper, shall take 
up the count in unison with the time- 
keeper.” 

The Commissioners’ Verdict 

The commissioners ruled that a suc- 
ceeding sentence now in Rule 88 an- 
swered this question. That sentence 
reads: | 
fail to stay in the said corner, the ref- 
eree and timekeeper shall cease count- 
ing until he has so retired.” 


The commissioners realized that 
there was conflict on the matter 
whether the referee, having quit 


counting, should resume the codunt in 
unison with the timekeeper or take it 
up where he, the referee, had left off. 

But the commissioners decisively 
and unanimously pointed out that the 
timekeeper was merely an auxiliary to 
the referee. It is only a recent inno- 
vation which calls for the timekeeper 
to make an audible count. Ring usage 
never has permitted a timekeeper to 
count a boxer out. Counting a man 
out is solely the function of the 
referee. ‘ 

They Were Unanimous. 

Hence the commission’s agreement 

that the timekeeper should cease

It was plain that when the referee 
resumed counting he should pick up 
where he had stopped. 

In other words, the commission 
chose absolutely to ignore the phrase- 
ology of Rule 88—" shall take up the 
count in unison with the timekeeper,” 
and so advised all referees present. 

It was explained that the only rea- 
son for the phrase “in unison with 
the timekeeper,’ was attempt to 
make a referee's court, often times 
either too lohg or too short for ten 
seconds, a true tolling of the seconds 
as ticked off on stop watch. 

After a full discussion and a clear- 
cut definition of what the rules in re- 
gard to the count, several of the ref- 
erees asked the commissioners what 
they regarded “ the farthest corner vf 
the ring.” 

Define “Farthest Corner.” 

The commissioners unanimously 
agreed that the farthest corner of the 
ring.must be taken to mean the far- 
thest neutral corners, the neutral cor- 
ners, of course, being those not occu- 
pied by the contestants and their sec 
onds between rounds. 

All the rules in the commission list 
having been discussed, Righeimer 
again spoke of the magnitude of the 
affair. “The eyes of the world will be 
on Chicago tonight,” he said. “It 
will be up to one of you fellows to up- 
hold the city’s honor.” The meeting 
lasted about four hours, ending about 
4p. m. 

There was some discussion, about 
the advisability of keeping those pres- 
ent together. But since no arrange- 
ment had been made, all of those pres- 
ent were placed on their honor to say 


{nothing as to the fact they might be 
l'ehosen to referee or judge or be time- 


keeper at the fight. 

Because of the fact that my ring 
tegs were at home on the north side I 
called my mother, whose residence is 
at 622 Melrose street and asked if she 
would pack my bag, as she had done 
on numerous occasions, and have dad 
bring it down to me. 

Dresses at Gym. 

My father arrived at about 5:30 with 
my bag at Mulien’s gym. I had eaten 
alone in a restaurant under the gym- 
nasium. 

At about €:45 I took a cab and went 
to the arena, where I arrived at 
about 7:15 o'clock. I was ushered 
to the ringside without having gone 
near the dressing rooms. I was seated 
in the first row of the press section 
in a place reserved for referees, com- 
mission attachés, and timekeepers. 

Since there were six referees at 
the afternoon meeting and there were 
six bouts cn the card, my supposi- 
tion was that each would referee one 
bout. No information whatsoever had 


been given at the commission meeting | 


ceased 


as to who would referee the main 
bout. 

I that Phil Collins ref- 
ereed the first bout. The second bout 
was between Chuck Wiggins of In- 
dianapolis and Jimmy Brynes of Louis- 
ville. After the fighters had entered 
the ring I was designated by Com- 
mission Secretary Walter George as 
the man who was to referee. 

The bout, a furious affair, went the 
limit of six roynds. When it was 
over I left the ring, pulled on my 
sweater and took my seat at the ring- 
side. Previotisly the thought had not 
occurred, but as I sat down it dawned 
on.me that my evening’s work was 
done. 


BARRY IS DISAPPOINTED 


“There was'a surge of disappoint- |: 


ment. My desire to officiate at the 
championship, with the attendant 
prestige, had been uppermost in my 
mind. Seemingly my opportunity had 
been swept away. 

As the next bout was called I sat 
consoling myself. “O, well, I've got 
a good seat, anyhow,” I mused. 

Davie Miller climbed between the 
ropes after the fighters for the third 
bout had reached the center of the 
ring. . 
“ Dave doesn’t get it, either,’ I said 
to myself. “ Who in hell can it be?” 

I recalled that Dave had shared 
‘with me a large percentage of the 
fights in Illinois and had been the 
most frequently mentioned possibility 
for the assignment. 

He Is Bewildered. 


I was mystified beyond words. I | 


figured Collins, then myself, then 
Davie out of the running. I couldn't 
see how any of the remaining candi 
dates possibly rated the call. 

My disappointment at my apparent 
failure to land the job was surpassed 
by my bewilderment. Why would the 
commission»after the apparently sin- 
cere gathering a few hours before, ig- 
nore the claims of such * experienced 
men as Collins, Miller and myself? 
Frankly, I was sunk. 

The third bout meant nothing to 
me.. Today I couldn't tell you who 
the contestants were, much less who 
won. I did look at Davie. I've never 

ed the matter over with him, but 
was confident*at the time the same 
puzzling thoughts were racing 
through his mind as those that had 
me going. 
Miller Also Left Out. 

Davie id a man of strong emotions. 
His swarthy countenance is easily 
read. When he’s pleased, bis rather 
round face beams. When he’s not so 
happy his black eyes shoot sparks. 
His eyes. were flashing menacingly 
when he left the ring after that third 
bout. He was in no pleasant mood. 
He felt as certain he wouldn't. be re-

Aerial navigation, or avigation, is a 
subject to which unlimited study can 
be devoted. Ordinary cross country 
@ying, however, requires only a gen- 
eral knowledge of many of the finer 


points, combined with a thorough un- 
derstanding of map reading and the 


ability to keep on a compass course. 


The professional pilot can well afford 
to devote his time to a detailed study 
of thip Subject, but the future of the 
aircraft industry is dependent on our 
sbility to make fying safe and un- 
comiplicated for the individual owner. 

Let us leave, therefore, instrument, 
jong distance, and night flying for the 
time being and consider only the sim- 
plest form of navigation by air. The 
necessary equipment consists of a 
watch, & compass, and a map cover- 
ing the territory to be flown over. 
Strip - maps are available for the de- 
yeloped airways, but ordinary state 
commercial maps. are entirely satis- 


factory and can be obtained anywhere 
in the country at a cost of 35 cents 
per state. ; 


Suppose it is desired to fiy from 
New York City to St. Louis. The 
plane has a gasoline capacity for six 
hours at a cruising speed of 100 miles 


an hour. Since is a problem Jn 
navigation, we not,.consider the 
advisability of following the mail 


route over the Pennsylvania moun- 
tains, but only an air line course, 
allowing for the fact that the plane 
has a cruising range of 600 miles and 
that a reserve must be allowed for 
possible head winds. St. Louis is a 
little moré than 900 miles from New 
York, consequently it will be: neces- 
sary to refuel at some midway point. 


Laying a Course by Map. 

By drawing a lime between the two 
cities on a map of the United States, 
it will be seen that Columbus, O., lies 
nearly midway and only a few miles 
north of the line. Through inquiry 
or by looking up Columbus in a de 
partment of commerce airport direc- 
tory, an airport will be found to lie 
on the east side of the city. Lambert 
field is near Augium, Mo., and about 
12 miles northwest of St. Louis. 

We are to take off from either 
Curtis or Roosevelt field just east of 
Garden City, L. I., since the New York 
Municipal airport is not yet completed. 
By drawing a straight line on a map 
of the United States from our start- 
ing point to the Columbus airport, 
and thence to the St. Loujs airport, it 
will be found to pass through parts 
of New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, 
Tilinois, and Migsouri. 

The point at which this line cuts 
the border of each state is noted in 
relation to some city or landmark 


and the line transferred to the larger 


scale maps of the individual state. 
In some corner of each state map 
will be found a scale of miles or a 
straight-line with marks at distances 
representing ten miles on the map. 
This scale is transferred to a sheet 
of paper and in turn to the line rep- 
resenting the route to be followed in 
that state. 

Adjustment of Map Scales. 

From our point of departure in 
Long Island marks are placed at ten 
mile intervals along the course and 
the total mileage noted at fifty mile 
intervals. The scales on the state 
maps vary, so that it is necessary to 
transfer them from each map to our 
course through that state. On some 
maps an inch on the map may rep- 
resent ten miles on the ground and 
on others it may represent twenty. 

The maps are then folded in strips 
about six inches in width with the 
route to be followed in the center. 
These strips are arranged in accor- 
dion folds so that it is only necessary 
te turn one of the folds in following 
the route. When finished we have 4 
map of each state passed over, ar- 
YTanged in convenient form with thé 
Toute and distance marked. 

_ As a matter of precaution we will 
mark the position of some airport be- 
tween our stopping points, in case a 
Strong head wind is encountered and 
the fuel reserve becomes insufficient. 
One is found just north of the route 
at McKeesport, Pa., and another a 
littie north of Terre Haute, Ind. The 
most difficult part is to find the com- 
pass course to follow at the start. 

Compass and Landmarks. 

A compass is subject to a num- 
ber of errors which can be compen- 
‘ated for but which we will not take 
into consideration here.

“The proposed motorway fits in with 
the views of the Chicago Plan com- 
mission,”’ Engineer Young of the plan 
commission, said, “in that a portion 
-of the proposed route is over the same 
streets which have been studied re- 
cently by the technicians of our com- 
mission. 

“In a general way the commission 
has concluded that elevated highways 
are essential to the needs of motor 

- traffic in a northwesterly direction; a 

southwesterly direction, and on a 

westerly line from the downtown sec- 

‘tion. The Avondale highway has been 

approved definitely and its course is 

far to the north of the proposed west 
side route. 

“That the west pafk thoroughfare 
‘would be of great importance to traf- 
fie and a factor in traffic economy 
that cannot be disputed, is indicated 
superficially by the fact that north of 
Washington boulevard no through 
east and west protected thoroughfare 
exists on the west side until Diversey 
parkway is reached. This artery does 
not extend west of Logan boulevard, 
which is approximately at Leavitt 


street. 
Three Routes Possible. 


“On the other hand a populous 
@uburban area lies to the west north 
of Washington boulevard extended, 
which is without direct thoroughfare. 
Next summer the North avenue ex- 
temsion from St. Charles to the city 
limits, a 40 foot road calculated to 
carry 30,000 vehicles per day over its 
twenty miles, will be in use, but no 
direct roadway will lead eastward into 
the city.

SIGNAL FOR 1929 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 8.—[Special.j— 
From a production and sales point of 
view, the automobile industry this 
week is classified as a little below nor- 
However, there is a vast army of 
prospective buyers awaiting cars of 
1929 models, and with the coming of 
January and February it is predicted 
that the industry will develop activ- 
ities never before experienced so early 
in the year. ' 

Dealers’ floors are practically cleared 
of cars of this year’s models, the re- 
sult of liberal price cuts. This was 
common practice through the nation 
and produced desired results. 
November production was consider- 
ably below October, but 75 per cent 
higher than the corresponding month 
in 1927. The output was about 225,- 
000 passenger and truck units. If the 
rate is maintained in December it will 
put the year nearly’ on a par. with 
1926. 


Step Up Tire Output. 

Tire manufacturers are exceptionally 
busy on heavy schedules, which calls 
for early spring deliveries in prepa- 
ration for the output of new cars be- 
fore the real spring rush begins.

Jhe campaign for the elimination 
of railway crade crossings has been 
a decided impetus through the 
decision of the interstate commerce 
commission recommending that rail- 
roads concentrate their attention and 
resources on doing away with danger- 
ous crossings instead of spending fur- 
ther money on the installation of train 
control devices. 

This statement has been issued by 
the American Automobile association, 
which points out that there were 11,- 
485 people killed and 32,998 injured in 
. 97426 grade crossing accidents in the 
petiod of 1923 through 1927. 

Crossings Reap Harvest. 

“During the same time,” the state- 

t continues, “there were 885 
killed and 8,971 injured in de- 
rallments on the railroads, while 579 
were kilied and 9,817 injured in rail 


“This means that more than sey 
times as many people were killed at 
grade crossings than on railroads and 
nearly twice as many were eee in 
the five year period.” 

Although carriers spent aren $92,- 
000,000 between 1920 and 1926 to eli- 
minate 3,624 grade crossings, the 
serious aspect of the situation is shown 
by the fact that casualties at high- 
way crossings have increased more 
than 32 per cent in the present decade.

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Live Stock Men Now Able 
to Double Profits.

A scoop-shovelful of soy beans has 
turned out to be a pot of gold that 
Mississippi valley beef cattle produc- 
have been searching for during 
the last half century. These little 
@old nuggets"’ are precious in the 
steer’s feed bunk and are in great 
demand as an economical protein feed. 

Cattle feeders are now able to double 
their profits by using soy beans in 
their rations. Thousands of bushels 
of them have been grown in Iinois, 
indiana, Iowa, and other corn belt 
siates this year. Central Illinois farm-. 


ers 


ers have been selling them at a mini- | 


mum price of $1.35 a bushel, produc- 
ing about 22 to 23 bushels to the acre. 


Good News for Farmers. 


When the story of John W. 
Schwab's experience in feeding steers 
on soy beans and cottonseed meal gets 
cireulated widely among farmers this 
legume will be more popular than, 


ever and will be more generally grown 


In the feed lots at Purdue univer-— 
‘sity, Lafayette, Ind., Mr. Schwab has 
been feeding steers on soy beans and. 
cottenseed meal for five winters. He, 
has proved that soy beans as a pro-:; 
tein supplement are more profitable | 
for, fattening cattle than cottonseed 
meal. Lucky for corn belters that 
this is true, because they can easily . 
grow the beans on their farms, fur-: 
nishing. not only a profitable cattle | 
feed but building up the soil at the- 
same time. 


Schwab's tests showed that the , 


steers fed soy beans returned an aver- 
age profit in the five trials of $12.91 
a head, while those fed cottonseed 
mea] returned a profit of $6.74 a head. 
He fed, during the five years, a total 
gf 100 steers. Each winter he fed ten 
steers on a ration containi soy 
beams, and another group ten 
steers were fed a ration containing 
cottonseed meal. Otherwise the ra- 
rions were the same. 


Rations for Gaining Weight. 

To get 100 pounds of gain on a 
steer he was fed 507 pounds of shelied 
vorn, 102 pounds of soy beans. 
183 pounds of clover hay, and 1,166 
vounds of silage. To get 190 pounds 
of gain on the other steers it was 
necessary to feed 524 pounds of corn, 
105 pounds of cottonseed meal, 145 
pounds of clover hay and 1,271 pounds 
of silage. 

Bach soy bean fed steer ate a total 
of 6.964.20 pounds of feed and gained 
365 .pounds, while each ‘steer fed cot- 
tonseed ate a total of 7,218.85 pounds 
of feed and gained 353 pounds in five 
inoriths. 

The fifty soy bean fed steers fed 
during the five years produced a total 
profit of $645.60, compared with a 


meal feds steers. There was a differ- 
enee in profits of $308.50. This means 
(hat if two farmers were each feeding 
ifty steers a ration of corn, clover 
hay, amd silage, and one used soy 
beans and the other used cotton seed 
weal as a protein supplement the 
tarmer feeding soy beans would make 
practically twice as big a profit as his 
neighbor.

Contact with the world 
rubs down the aggressive edges of the 
former, but the latter is trampled on 
mercilessly.

ORE than once in the season of the Civic Opera com- 
pany thus far advanced it has become necessary to 
omit mention of the ballet. It is one of the com- 
plexities of an operatic series that the part of the 
entertainment devoted to the art of the dance is frequently 
placed so late in the evening that a morning newspaper is 
obliged to choose between the 
dance and the deadline. In such 
cases the dance generally comes 
out second best. 

Wherefore it is sometimes ad- 
visable to return to the Audi- 
terium for a subsequent perform- 
ance of the same work if one 
desires to keep in touch with 
everything that goes on.

As a result, today, 
your nation’s pivot city is the fairest 
spot in all this land of liberty for 
the hitherto obscure countryman to 
get a first foothold. But it is the 
most difficult in the United States for 
the social free lance to feel really se- 
cure.

This dinner hour in Washington 
has climbed 240, sometimes a good

modern capital hostess waits 15 min- 
utes for the laggard guest, the first 
President grudgingly aliowed a lean 
five minutes, explaining, “I have a 
cook who never asks whether the com- 
pany has come, but whether thé hour 
has come.” :

Washington’s Public Dinners. 

Once a week, usually on Thursday, 
the Washingtons held what was called 
a “public dinner,” to which they in- 
vited as many as the table would hold. 
Ten, possibly twelve, was the satura- 


tion point then, whereas the present. 


formal] dining table at the executive 
mansion can be stretched to seat 
ninety-six about. its bulging crescent 
sides, 


That these public dinners were none 
too jolly seems to have been the 
opinion of at least one of the guests, 
Senator W. Maclay, who wrote in his 
diary: 

“Dined this day with the Presi- 
dent. It was a great dinner—al] in 
the tastes of high life. I considered 


it as part of my duty as senator to | 


submit to it, and am glad it is over. 
The President is a cold, formal man. 
It was the most solemn dinner ‘I ever 
was at. The President played with 


the fork, striking on the edge of the 


table with it.’’ 

At the evening levees, more exclu- 
sive than the afternoon assemblies, it 
was Martha who invariably, with 
blunt directness, enunciated the clos- 
ing rule, saying: 

“The general always retires at 10 
o’clock, and I usually precede him by 
fifteen minutes.” 

It was a stupid guest indeed who 
hadn't found his hat by 9:45. 

When the nation’s capital was 
moved to the Potomac wilderness, the 
public guardians of official etiquette 
determined that it was more than ever 
necessary for the manners and modes 
of metropolitan centers, like New 
York and Philadelphia, to prevail. But 
it was like rehearsing a sophisticated 
drama at the cross-roads. Most of the 
stage properties were lacking. 

* 


Adams Cold and Formal. 
President’ and Mrs. Adams were 


rather cold and formal. Their house 


was very cold and formal. They 
moved into the “ People’s Palace” in 
the summer of 1800 and found a rude 
structure in a crude town; a big, bare 
house, that required twen-y servants, 
and not a bell in’ the place. The 
East room, once the fall came, was too 
chilly for even a stilted levee. So Abi- 
gail Adams strung across it a clothes 
line that has wound its way into his- 
tory, and on that line hung up her 
washing. 


‘ To get into her home Mrs. Adams yi¢, 


had to climb up temporary and un- 
steady stairs, on to a teetering plat- 
form. But all Washington climbed 
the stairs and came a-calling. The 
reason was climate, not conversation. 
Everybody in Washington that first 
winter was literally freezing almost 
to death. The government officials, 
most of whom had come without their 
families, piled two, four and even 
eight, into icy rooms to sleep, and 
went calling to get warm. The early 
legislators were perpetual pilgrims 
after the radiance, not of a hostess’ 
smile, but of her stove. And by the 
time central heating was introduced 
the vogue of calling, which so defi- 
nitely distinguishes Washington from 
every other city in this country, was 


so deeply established as not to be jeop- 
ardized by even an oil burner at home. 


The three most popular hostesses 


that cold winter were the -hree women 
with the warmest houses: Mrs. Thomas 


Custis Law, a relative of-Washing- 
ton’s, on Capitol hill; Mrs, Thornton, 
wife of the doctor who helped lay out 
the town, and Mrs. Samuel Harrison 


Smith, whose husband was a newspa- 


man.

years later was made official. 

President Monroe’s Wife. 

Dolly Madison fought war and fire 
to widen and deepen the dimensions of 
national hospitality, but she had to 
step down from the center of the pic- 
ture with the coming of James Mon- 
roe.and of his wife, who seemed ever 
conscious of her European training. 

One of her contemporary critics de 
that Mrs. Monroe had “ cos- 
metics but no cordiality.” 

She was never at home to callers. 
She put the servants in livery. She 
wanted to put the cabinet in uniform; 
but happily, doubtless, for the later 
prestige of Secretary Mellon’s calves, 
and of Secretary of Labor Davis’ 
rotund figure, the President’s official 
family won out over the President’s 
wife.

This put the cabinet ministers in 
the middle, between wife and Presi- 
dent. One, at least, Attorney General 
John M. Berrien, took his stand and 
declared that Jackson might be Presi- 
dent of the United States and com- 
mander of the army and of the navy, 


but he was not the governor of any.

The quarrel dragged along, but its 
back was broken when the cabinet 
was disrupted in 1831.

The Scene Changes, 

It is with a dramatist’s flair for 
contrasts that the Emily Posts and 
Lord Chesterfields of early Washing- 
ton swung the curves from the wide 
sweeps of simplicity to the narrow 
bands of exclusiveness. 

So the Jeffersonian sturdiness which 
characterized Jackson’s hospitality 
ended; sharply, with the inauguration 
of Martin Van Buren. Van Buren 
was the first President who had not 
been born a British subject; yet they 
called him “royal.” His son, just 
home from Europe, they christened 
“ Prince John.” d when he bought 
a few gold dessert spoons, and had a 
glass screen erect in the White 
House vestibule, as much to keep out 
the drafts as inquisitive visitors, they 
proclaimed him a veritable monarch.

This 
particularly irked a certain Pennsyl- 
vania congressman, who made im- 
passioned speeches against “the

Back and forth the social] pendulum 
oscillated from formality to informal- 
ity, and back to formality.

He said that he thought 
the entire business of aviation should 
be under federal control, a strict and 
cautious management that should 
require the highest standard in the 
personnel running airplages. He 
seemed to be of the opinion that alco- 
hol was of no value to aviators, that 
indeed it was a detriment, and that no 
trustworthy aviator would be found 
addicted to it.

Against Private Ownership. . 

He said that correct legislation 
should prohibit private ownership of 
airplanes, and that only those who 
Lave passed the strictest sort of men- 
tal, physical, and other tests should 
be permitted to take to the upper air. 
He also touched on the possitile spirit- 
ual effects of aviation and held the 
opinion that in aviation and the new 
contacts it would establish between 
people of diverse origins and tradi- 
tions lay the hope of world peace. 
The more we know of each other the 
better will be our understanding of 
each other, the firmer our mutual con- 
fidence. 

Not from any words of his, but 
from this talk with him and other 
eviators | am getting the impression 
that those who are accustomed to 
flights high up above the earth ac- 
quire other points of view from ours, 
mq that relativity which makes cer- 

n things bulk large to us in look- 

g from the surface of the globe to 
the east, the west, the north, and the 
south, is quite changed to aviators, 
just as is their actual] outlook which 
eliminates mountains and makes noth- 
ing of valleys. 

Perhaps this new race of birdmen 
will bring peace on garth and good 
will to all. Cerfain it is, these travel- 
ers in the skies seem more placid, 
more detached from small things, than 
do their kind whose lives are passed 
on the earth's surfafe.

Presently they all group around the 
story lady, Miss Sarah Raber, and 
are engrossed in the tale of Jack and 
the beanstalk and the Mother Goose 
rhymes.

soon as one story is finished. 

“Read it again,” chorus the rest 
of the children. 

Leo Curious About Picture. 


After the second reading little Leo 
wants to know all about the picture. 

“ What is the little girl doing?” he 
asks. And then, “ Well, why is she 
doing that?’’ and “ Where does she 
come from?” and “Why hasn’t she 
got a dog?” 

The questions are finally ered 
to his satisfaction and the story hour 
is over. 

Any child, no matter how young, in 
fact, most of them are taken when 
they are but a few days old, if of 
Jewish parentagé, may come into the 
Infant home. 

“Most of them are orphans, some 
have only a father or mother who can- 
not support them. And those in the 
day nursery are children’ whose fam- 
ilies cannot give them the attention 
and care they need. One child's 
mother works all day, another is ill, 
and a third has too many small broth- 
ers and sister to receive the proper 
nourishment and supervision. 

Children of al! races and religions 
are accepted ifi this section of the 
work, mostly from families in thé 
neighborhood. The older children who 
are attending school come at about 
3 o'clock. 

Play Is Supervised. 

The program for the day children 
as well as the permanent ones begins 
with breakfast. Then there are play 
hours supervised by a kindergarten 
teacher, Miss Berth. Koven, until 11. 
Sometimes they play in the park 
across from the home, but if the 
weather is inclement they remain in- 
doors. . 

Then comes luncheon, the story 
hour, and for the younger children, 
their nap, and more play and instruc- 
tion. 

Site Save a good many cases of 
undernourished children,” said Mrs. 
M. V. Lewis, who is in charge of the 
home, “so our food is carefully se- 
lected to build them back to health 
and strength.” 

There are 24 permanent and forty 
day children, which equals the pres- 
ent capacity of the home. Hundreds 
have to be turned. away each month 
because there isn’t room for them. 

The Daughters of Zion, who founded 
the home, are raising funds to com- 
plete their new building, which, front- 
ing on Hirsch boulevard, runs from 
California to Fairfield avenue, and will 
have a capacity of 500 children. 

Luncheon to Boost Fund. 

On Monday, Dec. 17, they will hold 
their honor luncheon in the Gold room 
of the Cengress hotel as the final step 
in their campaign for funds.

These two 
cards would form the only possible 
side quick trick which he must have 
held in order to bid clubs initially on 
a king-queen club suit. Mrs. Coffin 
therefore saw the opportunity for a 
“squeeze” play that would give her a 
grand slam. 

Proceeding on this basis, Mrs. 
Coffin led her ace and king of spades 
to tricks two and three. Mr. White- 
head played the 3 and 10; dummy the 
8 and jack; Mr. Work the 2 and 65. 
Mrs. Coffin continued with the 4 of 
spades; Mr. Whitehead dropped the 
queen, dummy trumped with the 9 of 
hearts? Mr. Work played the 6 of 
spades. 

The fall of the queen of spades had 
made declarer’s 9 of spades good; 
therefore there was no need to use 
dummy’s second trump for ruffing. Ac- 
cordingly declarer led Dummy’s jack 
of hearts; Mr. Work played the 3: Mrs. 
Coffin overtook the jack with the 
queen; and Mr. Whitehead played the 
2. Mrs. Coffin then led five straight 
heart tricks, with the purpose of forc- 
ing embarrassing discards from Mr.

He was fairly certain that 
the declarer had the jack of clubs, 
since his partner had played th low- 
est of at least three clubs on the 
first trick, and had since discarded 
the 8 spot. Therefore, if he discarded 
his queen of clubs, he doubtless would 
present the closed hand with a trick. 
Or. the other hand, if he discarded a 
diamond, Dummy’s ace and jack of 
diamonds would take the last two 
tricks. His only chance was the faint 
hope that his partner, Mr. Work, 
might hold the jack of clubs. There- 
fore Mr. Whitehead discarded the 5 of 
clubs; and Mr. Work played the 7 of 
spades.

JOHN A, CARROLL 
REVIEWS GAINS 


I ncrease in Stores at 
Hand, He Asserts. 


An interesting story of the gradual 
but steady growth of the village that 
was known 35 years ago’ throughout 
the country as Hyde Park to the com- 


munity that is recognized today as 
being one of the most thriving in the 
city is told by John A. Carroll, presi- | 
dent, of the Hyde Park National bank, 
63d street and’Lake Park avenue. 

The village, Mr. Carroll says, before 
it became part of the city, was con- 
sidered .the largest in the world, and 
was made up ‘of a conservative stock 
of New England folk who liked the 
quiet atmosphere of the territory that 
was so near the moisy downtown dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Carroll recalls that Lake Park 
avenue, one of today’s heavily trav- 
ersed thoroughfares, was an old wagon 
road, and was used mainly by persons 
who wished to drive their cattle fo 
the old stock yards, then located at 
street. 


55th Street a Dividing Line. 


When the territory south of . 65th 
street, which was part of the old vil- 
lage, consisted mostly of farm land 
and cabbage plots, the territory north 
of 55th street contained tie mansions 
of the wealthy. : 

Rumor that a world’s fair would 
be promoted in Hyde Park in 1890 
brought the real estate men and build- 
ers rushing to the community to reap 
the profits that were expected to be 
made through the building of apart- 
mént buildings and hotels to accomo- 
date the million persons who would 
visit the city during the year of the 
fair. 

Mr. Carroll, therefore, points out 
that many of the historic features of 
the village disappeared the’ year of 
the fair and in their places arose the 
huge hotels still to be seen on Hyde 
Park boulevard. The family mansions 
also gave way to the large apartment 
buildings that housed the bulk of the 
fair visitors. 


‘Prosperity .reached a high point 
during the fair, said Mr. Carroll, and 
the slack in real estate activity that 
came immediately after the fair was 
inevitable. This slack did not last 
long, and a few years later, the many 
persons who had been visitors to. the 
fair and had decided that it was the 
best place to live in, had created the 
demand for more buildings and build- 
ers began to erect three story struc- 
tures that were filled as soon as they 
were completed. 

Since that time there has been no 
slack in rea] estate activity and, ac- 
cording to a report from the Chicago 
Mortgage Bankers’ association, Hyde 
Park has a smaller percentage of va- 
cancies than any other community. 
Mr. Carroll, also cited a report that 
showed that vacant property 
scarce, but that the demand for build- 
ing sites is active. 


Isolation Counted as Asset. 


The natural boundaries of the com- 
munity, Jackson park on the south, | 
Washington park on the west and the 
lake on the east, isolate Hyde Park 
.from the rest of the city. It is this 
fact that makes many persons regard 
it as the ideal’ residence district. The 
boundaries are sufficient to keep wun- 
Gesirables from coming into the 
munity, thus tending to safeguard the 
value of the property in the territory. 
Another’ feature that draws thous- 
ands of persons to reside in Hyde 
Park is the fact that the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad spent more a hun- 
dred million dollars to electrify the 
trains and today persons who live in 
Hyde Park can reach the loop in 
seven minutes. 

“The only thing that I find lack- 
ing in the community,” said Mr. Car- 

roll, “is .the fact there are not suffi- 
cient large stores to accommodate the 
personal and home needs of the thous- 
ands of residents in the neighborhood. 

This is due, I believe, to the fact that 
the outer drive and the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad have brought the large 
stores of the loop almost to our door 
and therefore there is no 

for large stores in Hyde Park. 1 
have heard, however, that a large 
downtown store is planning to open 
a branch in the community, and I! 
know that within the next few months 
many of the chain stores will open

wrashington, D. C., Dec. 8.—In view prominence as a teacher, 


of the recent decision of the Supreme 


court of the United States in refusing @uction bridge 
to review the so called tube case of Whitehead. 
the Radio Corporation of America 


. against the receiver for the De Forest 
Radio company, some action is due 
in the near future by the federal 
trade commission. 

The trade commission several years 
ago issued a complaint against the 


Radio Corporation of America, claim-. 


ing among other things, that the cor- 
poration is a monopoly. That case 
has never been decided, but it is ex- 
pected that the motion to dismiss the 
case, which is now pending before the 
commission, will be taken up shortly. 

In addition to that original case 
the commission also has before it a 
complaint which it issued some months 
ago against the corporation, common- 
ly called the tube complaint. This 
tube complaint is almost identical with 
the case in which the Supreme court 
refused to take further action. 

Action Is Expected Soon. 

In view of this situation, the com- 
mission is due to take action on its 
tube complaint against the corpora- 
tion. It is possible that it will issue 
what is termed a “cease and desist 
order’ again&St the corporation. That 
will end the case of the commission in 
the tube complaint. The corporation 
will have to obey the order inasmuch 
as the courts, including the: highest 
court in the land, have already or- 
dered the corporation to cease from 
what has been termed a wrongful 


practice. ‘ 


The commission in its complaint 
against the Radio corporation in the 
tube case called attention to the so 
called “licensing agreements” which 
it entered into with a large number 
of radio manufacturers which enabled 
these manufacturers to use the pat- 
ents heid by the Radio corporation. 

The commission makes no complaint 
on this agreement, but it does object 
to what is known as article 9 of the 
agreement, which makes it mandatory 
upon the manufacturers who have 
entered the agreement to equip their 
gets originally with vacuum tubes sup- 
Plied by the Radio corporation. Up 
to the time of this agreement a manu- 
facturer could equip his sets with 
any tubes he saw fit, or none. The 
commission claims that article 9 con- 
stitutes an unfair method of compe 
tition under section 5 of the federal 
trade commission act. This contention 
has been upheld in the courts, al- 
_ thoygh the action was started by in- 
- @ependent manufacturers and not by 
the trade commission. 


May Affeet Price of Tubes. 


There has been a contention in some 
quarters that the decision of the Su- 
preme court of the United States in 
refusing to review the decisions of the 
two lower courts in which the cor- 
poration was enjoined against the 
practice, that the price of radio tubes 
would be lowerell as a consequnece. 

The tubes sold by the Radio cor- 
poration ,are manufactured by the 
Westingho Electric and Manufac- 
turing com y, and the General Elec- 
tric company, and the original vacuum 
tube patents are said to have been 
held by these companies with the 
‘Radio corporation. However, the orig- 
inal patents have expired. 

A decision was rendered against the 
Radio corporation first by the District 
court for the district of Delaware and 
later a decree was entered by the Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals for the third 
circuit, which decree restrained the 
corporation from carrying out the tube 


appeal. This was refused, which 
means that the injunction is perma- 
nent, and the corporation cannot now 
- Carry out that tube clause.
